A mixture of 2,4-D with its close relative 2,4,5-T has 
been a standard means of removing unwanted trees, 
shrubs, and other woody plants for some time 

A number of recent experiments show that the addi- 
tion of pentachlorophenol, a common wood preserva- 
live, steps up the action of this combination several 
times. A barberry patch so thick that regular control 
methods failed to kill it was destroyed in a matter of 
wecks 

Apparently, the pentachlorophenol increases the 


penetration of the other two chemicals. 


; insecticide under test 


The new insecticide OMPA (octamethyl pyrophos- 
phoramide) can be absorbed by plants through the 
leaves, roots, or stems, according to how it is applied. 

Phe plant then becomes poisonous to certain insects, 
principally redspider-mites. If applied to upper leaves, 
it does not move to lower leaves; but if applied to the 
soil and absorbed by roots, it moves to all parts of the 
plant 

Tests on roses in greenhouses have given good con- 
trol of both aphids and redspider-mites. Considerable 
testing is needed, however, before OMPA will be 
released for general use. Possible danger to humans, 
where food plants are grown on OMPA-treated soil, 


seems to be the big stumbling block.
